The 
latter suggestion has a world of logic. In the past, instead of 
.revising ihe entire tax laws to suit the conditions of a growing 
'state, we have beerrtinkering with them. Tinkering with tax 
laws has been the hobby of the legislatures of every state in the 
Union until most of them are practically useless and a stum- 
bling block for even a supreme court. 


There should be a sane revision of our tax laws; no more 


tinkering. 
A patched kettle is never as good as a new one. 


;Conditions in our state are changing. There ' are new and 
Varied means of spending money. Some of it is spent reck- 
lessly, perhaps; some of it goes as the people desire. But, the 
main issue is, we are spending it faster than the system of 
'taxation will warrant. As a,result, every legislative assembly 
is asked 1o provide new sources of revenue. An appendix is 
added to the present law until it is lopsided, to say the least. 


Further tinkering with our tax laws will be disastrous. We 


are antiquated in-our tax laws anyway. Further additions and 
modifications will only add to the confusion. The laws are in 
a very bad shape and it is hard for even a student of antiquated 
laws to get much out of them. The suggestion that a tax com- 
mission be appointed for the purpose of suggesting an entire 
-revision of our present laws applicable to taxation is one of the 
Best that has come before the present legislature. 


There is grave need of many changes. They cannot be done 


By means of amendments. The present legislature should not 
consider a single change unless it is absolutely necessary'until 
new laws can be drafted and the entire tax system revised.

Providence, Jan. 14—The 48-hour bill 
looms; as the principal legislation be- 
fore the new assembly in theopinion 
of republican and democratic leaders 
expressed here today.

The 
bankers are seeking a legislative in- 
vestigation of wage conditions here as 
compared to those of the south. 


Such an inquiry with a view to ul- 


timate defeat by the 48-hour bill, may 
be granted by the assembly. The 48- 
hour bill has been defeated for sev- 
eral years past by holding it in tbsi 
republican senate committee until u.e 
legislature has adjourned. As soon as 
mill owners learned the result of the 
November election they acknowledged 
the operatives on strike in this state 
for 36 weeks last year had got in their 
work and accomplished a political 
overturn. When they began to pre- 
pare for a.new kind of a battle against 
the 4S-ho'.u- bllL Some of the cotton 
mill men say the 48-hour bill will 
drive business south, while others as- 
sert factory owners never could afford 
to abandon all the $1,000,000 plants lo- 
cated in this state. 


The conflict Is more than usual In- 


teresting in the assembly this year, 
because some of thr most active tex- 
tile organizations and leaders are" fill- 
ing seats in both .senate and house.
